The Vague But Magoificent Dimensions of the New 
National Library Job. 

WASHINGTON, April 1.—Next Thursday is 
the day set by the house for discussing the 
national library bill. It is proposed to buy a 
jot costing $550,000, and to erect thereon a 
sandstone palace 45% feet long by 509 feet deep. 
This structure wii! cover an area of 3)4 acres, 
about 10 per cent more than the ground occu- 

ied by the capitol itself. As tothecost, there 
is absolutely nothing on record excepi an off- 
hand statement in a committee report of 
about a year ayo, to the effect that 2 200 000 
books will be accommodated in a building 
erected according to some one of six designs 
in distinct and different styles of architecture 
sjopted by the committee, and that the 
cost of the most expensive of the designs 
may safely be estimatedto be less than that 
ofa wingofthe same dimensions added to 
the capitol. 

Inasmuch as thecapitol has cost about $14,- 
000,000 in times of low wages, this guarded es- 
timate is not encouraging. It is strange 
that the estimates on the competing plans of 
Edward Clark, architect of the capitol, and 
the late A. R Estey, of Boston. were given in 
plain reasonable figures. The building under 
the plans of the arcnitect of the capito] ac- 
commodates 10,185,000 volumes, at a cost of 
$5,000,000, which is at a rate of fifty cents per 
volume, whilethe preferred estimates leave 
us in doubt whether the cost will not amount 
to as much as $6 50 a volume. 

The library buiitfor the British museum in 
London in 1855- 68 includes a monster read- 
ing room 140 feet 1n diameter and 106 feet 
high. It accommodates about1 110 000 books, 
and costs £150 000, or sixty-eight cents per 
volume, notwithstanding the absorption of a 
disproportionate sum by che reading room. 

The sudden expansion of the annual, in- 
crease of the library of congress is due in 

art to .he working of the copyright act. 
The number of articies entereti in duplicate 
rose within four years from 30,762‘in 1579 to 
43.438 in 1885. Such publications as the 
‘Travelers’ Kailroad Guide,’’ copyrighted 
anew every month, encumbered the costly 
shelves to the extent of twenty-four volumes 
ayear. This is not an exceptional case. 

Furthermore, the donation of books has 
been encouraged by holding out the promise 
of immortality to thedonors. A marble bust 
by J. Q. A. Ward, one quarter above life size 
has lately been yoted to an old bachelor still 
living in Washington, in consideration of 
the gift of his miscellaneous library. Under 
this policy the boast of this library thatit is 
“rich in duplicates’ is justified, and the ex- 
pensive housing, care and preservation of the 
books is unduly increased.

THE EDUCATIONAL BILL, 

The educational bill then came up, and 
Mr. Coke again expressed himself opposed 
to the bill on the grounds of the lack both of 
constitutionality and expediency. If con- 
gress, he said, had the constitutional power 
to pass the bill, it was not expedient that it 
should pass it. With the exception ofa brief 
interruption by the different senators whose 
Srgument Mr. Coke traversed, the latter 
occupied nearly all of the remaining portion 
of the day’ssession. Mr. Logan gave notice 
of several amendments which he intended to 
offer. ‘Mr. George secured the floor to reply 
to Mr. Coke, but preferred not to go on to- 
day, owing to the lateness of the hour.

PLAIN TALK FROM DR MAYO, 

Mr, Lamarsrent vw the desk and had the 
cierk read some extracts {rom an address by 
Dr. Mayo, of Boston, recently delivered in 
Vicksburg, in which the doctor assures the 
northera senators that it is impossible for 
the people of the south, out of their own re- 
sources, to supply the means of educating 
their children in such a manner as the neces- 
sities of American citizenship required; that 
he said he had looked over the shadowed side 
of southern life, and had seen nothing that 
could not be removed by education; that 
he believed the money appropriated would 
be honestly and properly applied ; 
that the people in the south were 
doing all in their power for education. 
Vicskburg was taxing herself twice as 
much in proportion as his own city, 
Boston, did for common schools, and he was 
proud of Boston. Dr. Mayo thanked God 
that he lived in the some country with people 
who exhibited such sacrifice for the cause of 
education. It would seem to him, the ad- 
dress stated, as if a congress that weuld turn 
i's back upon such a people ard give them 
stones of constitutional theory and partisan 
distrust would itself be a congress sorely iu 
need of education in patriotism, and without 
the statesmanship which knew how to belp 
those who helped themselves. 

OTHER INDORSENENTS PRESENTED. 

Mr. Biair read a letter from a distinguished 
professor of South Carolina and the resoia- 
tions of the national educational society in 
support of the bill. He also gave statistics 
showing the reiative educational conditions 
prevailing in the northern and southern 
states before the war. Mr. Beck inquired of 
Mr. Blair bow much it would help intelligent 
suffrage if 16th amendment recently report- 
ed to the senate, as Mr. Beck believed, from 
Blair's committee, shonld be adopted; how it 
would help the intelligent suficage if all the 
negro women of the south were given the bal- 
lot. Mr. Blair replied that he would not mind 
discussing the subject with the senator, bat 
notin this debate. Negro woman, he said, 
were superior to negro men, and he did 
not know that there was any question of the 
superiority of women among all the races. 
Adjourned.

RETURNING HOME. 


THE END OF THE CINCINNATA RIOT 
ASSURED. 


Gevernor Hoadly Sinds Special Orders Conveying 
His Thanks to tae M-n in Front—Murat A. 
Halst-ad Sums Up the Mu:der and De- 
struction ofthe Phree Day’s Fight, 


CINCINNATI, April 1.—Murat Hatstead, edi- 
tor of the Commercial! Gazette, of Cincinnati, 
reviews the riot in that city as follaws: The 
number of persons killed and wounded in 
the riot thus far is about 200. The last fatal 
shot fired in anger, up to this present writing, 
was fired between 4 and 5 o’clock this mor- 
ning, though a poor soldier boy was instantly 
killed, this evening, by the accidental dis- 
charge of hisgun. The courthouse is not an 
utter ruin, as it wag at first supposed—a large 
portion. of vaiuable records having 
been saved. TRe money that was in 
the treasury.is all safe. The vaults which 
were very heavy are mainly good. We have 
confidence that there will not be a repetition 
of the terrors of the three nights that will be 
memorable, but only the overwhelming force 
of state troops prevents further disastrous 
demonstrations. The determination #0 lynch 
the gangs of,murderers in prison and to re 
lease the crowds of rioters who were made 
prisoners is something terrific, and secret 
meetings were held that would mean mis- 
chief if there were not thousands of rifles and 
several batteries at hand. It is this 
display of power making assaults by the 
mob hopelessthat will prevent fresh out 
breaks. The presence of regular soldiers 
from Newport barracks at the sub-treasury, 
was an element of confidence in the stormy 
time. Bluecloth works well. It happens 
that the city controller kad a complete list of 
the namesof tax payersof the city and 
county andtheir addresses. The tax bills 
give the description and valuation of the 
property. These are valuable now. The ri- 
oting the first night was largely by working 
men of good character who resented the fudt 
that murderers who —ihave money 
to get in motion the ma- 
chinery of criminal lawyers have had 
freedom here. The second night the spirit of 
the commune appeared and petroleum was 
put to use as by ihe Parisians when they are 
pleased to burn their public buildings, The 
third night, the number of determined men 
has been largely reduced and their were 
swarms of boys. Of the crowd that was 
smashing pawnbrokers’ shops tbree were 
grown men, and they werethieves. They had 
a rabble of boys, generally from seventeen to 
nineteen years of age, and one testified in 
the police court that be was ‘“‘thirteen and 
going on fourteen years of age.’’ Out of 
sixty rioters gathered in for attempting to 
seize a battery of cannons at Music 
hall, only ten were men and the rest boys. 
Some were very bad ones, while others seemed 
to want excitement above all things and so 
the crowds have depreciated from honest 
men, misguided but animated by righteous 
wrath kindled against systematized infamy of 
the most outrageous character, to a vicious 
rabble of boys in the hands of the lowest 
desperadoes. The excited people had 2 real 
grievance to begin with. The administration 
of criminal law here has been damvable and 
the influence of sbeer criminals in public af- 
fairs alarming. . That which hes happened 
will, we may hope, make irresistible the in- 
fluences that lead to better ways. 

THE TROOPS GOING HOME, 

A portion of the soldiers are being ordered 
home, Tbe Thirteenth and Fourteenth reg- 
iment, from Hillsboro and Columbus respect- 
ively, and two independent companies, the 
Governor’s Guards and the Duffy R fles, co!- 
ored, from Columbus, starred homeward this 
afternoon. These troops have been on con- 
tinuous duty for three days andhights at the 
court house and the jail, defending the barri- 
cades at the most dangerous points, and have 
been the object of attack oftoe mobs, Before 
starting for the depot the troops 
were drawn up in line _ before 
the jail, and highly congratulatory 
and commendatory despatches from Govy- 
ernor Hoadly was readtothem, The troops 
remainingin the city not yet on active duty 
are the lst, 2d, 4th, 15th, 16th and 17th regi- 
menis, together with batteries will take the 
places of those ordered home and will them- 
selves gradually be returned to their respec 
tive homes. The funeral of Captain John 
Desmond, of the militia, killed in Saturday 
night’s riot, took plaoe from the Cathedral 
A detail of troops attended and a deep fee. ing 
of serrow prevailed, 

THE RIOT WILL BREAK OUT AFRESH, 

As to the state of pubiic feeiing, it cannot 
be said that the original impulse that actuat- 
ed the men who took part in the demonstra- 
tion on Saturday night, has been removed or 
lessened by the presence of the military. Ona 
the contrary, the events of Friday and Satur- 
day nights have given rise to a new feeling, 
that of indignation against the miiltia. Oaly 
the hopelessness of a conflict with this power- 
fully armed force prevents an _ attack 
upon it. The newspapers, usually 
conservative in tone, speak with great frees 
dom toxday on the situation, as it now is. 
[he Volksbiatt. German, says: The cailiag 
out of the militia on Friday night, can only 
be characterized as a grave mistake. Our 
militia knows and ean do nothing else, it 
appears, but shooting. If reliance had been 
placed on the police force order might probs 
ubly have been restored without loss of life 

The Freie Presse,German,says: The indigna- 
tion of theZpeopie ison tne increase on ac- 
count of the rough and wholly unprovoked 
shooting upon peaceful citizens and upon 
women and children, and the increase of in- 
dignation is becoming moreand more fear 
ful. it may be dreaded, upon two grounds, 
that the shedding of blood 1s not ended, bat 
will begin afresh. The article blames Sueritf 
Hawkins, Mayor Stephens and Governor 
Hoadly, the first two for mismanagement 
and Jast for not coming here to see for him- 
self what the situation required. 

The Commercial Gazette, in an editorial to- 
day, upon the situation, speaks in possible 
condemnation of Sheriff Hawkins, for calling 
eut the militia, and takes account of the sal- 
vage from three days of terror and debauch- 
ery. It says: We nave saved our jail full of 
murderers, we have __ killed foriy- 
five innocent men, and wounded 
and maimed one hundred and fory-five 
more, all to saye our jail full of murderers, 
We have burred our fine courthouse, with 
the records of taree-quarters of a century, 
creating confusion which a whole generation 

settle. But what is that by 
jail full of murderers, 
popular excitement? 
converted the just, 
popular impulse against the prostration 
of law before crime;.into a war between an 
unorganized people incensed to acts of 
blind vengence, against the authorities who 
killed them to protect murderers. We have 
planted in the peoples’ minds the cause of in- 
nocent bleed crying from the greund, but we 
have saved our jail full of murderers. We 
have !ost ali but not our jail 
fall of murderers, not haying saved even our 
henor. The reign of law and order is restored 
in Cincinnati, that lew and order which 
mace murder the safest trade, which has 
made impotent the administration of the law 
against crimes.

He then 
raised and. let fall each arm, siruck out from 
both shoniders, and followed this with a 
vigorous stamping of first one foot, and 
then the other, on the carpet, 
and said qaite joculariy: ‘No paralysis 
there,” The correspondent concludes:

In 
fact, lam nearly as fleshy asever I was. I 
weizh 127 pounds, which has been my nor- 
mal weight for years. It is about what I 
weighed wher I was governor. I never 
weighed more than-140 in my life.’’ 

The correspondent asked: Governor, what 
about the presidency? There seems to bea 
nearly unanimous desire in your party that 
you accept the nomination.”’ 

Tilden replied: ‘1 don’t know what more I 
can say than [ have said already. My letter of 
1880 fully expresses my. views. I was elected in 
1876,and with that I amsatisfied I have passed 
the prime of life, I may live one year—I may 
live ien, but whatever years are in store for me, 
be they few or many, I wish to enjoy. I 
think | have a right to go 
on the retired list and I. think I 
have a right toremain there. I am happy 
with my businesz, my books, my farm at 
Greystone, my horses and my friends. Iam 
not seeking the nomination, morethan that 
I do not desire that my name should be dis- 
cussed ig connection with the subject.”’ 

The corrspondent said: ‘‘What if all 
shades of opinion in your party, your ene- 
mies eyen more stronger than your friends, 
insist that you lead the party in the coming 
contest, and will not take no for an answer?’ 
‘That contingency,’’ said Mr. Tilden, “I 
trust will never rise, -I love the democratic 
party. I would do almost anything to aid 
in ad¥ancihg ifs principles, but I have made 
ell the -eaecrifices that are necessary in its 
behalf.’ 

The % respondent says the impression pro- 


| duced on him was that Tilden does not fear 


the burdens of becoming a candidate for the 
presidency half so much as ne dees the bur- 
dens of being a president. The interview 
with Mr. Tilden was had by P C. Bacon, law 
partner of Lieutenant Governor Hill, of 
New York.

Henry E. Barksdale, atterney at law, of 
Danville, testified thas he was secretary of 
the opera house meeting,and did net get 
down the street until the rioting was over. 
[It was untrue, as testified by George Adams, 
that he was with the white; io the fight, and 
had a pistol. He knew George Adams well. 
He had been his counsel on severa! occasions, 
Saw him before the meeting talking excitedly 
toa crowd of negroes. He thought be was 
intoxicated, and believed he was armed. 

T. T Bowen, attorney at law, of Danville. 
described hig experience during the riot, 
and the pdjitical condition of affairs 
in the neighborhood. He drew his pistol 
in the air once. . 

A. Pitfield, tobacconist, described what he 
saw of the riot. Before the riot he heard a 
colored man addressing a crowd of his fel- 
lows, and saying: ‘‘The fighting bas got to 
come, and we have but ove time to die, and 
in this case I don't care how soon.’’ Witness 
was himself shot at by some unknown per- 
sons on the nightafter the riot. At 2:30 p. 
m, tbe court aujourned over till to-morrow, 
no more witnesses being at hand.

K EIFER’S B«D CHARACTER, 


The Ex-Speaker Put in a Bad Light by a Con- 
greasiona) Committee. 

Wasuincton, Apri! 1.—The action of the 
special committee to investigate the charges 
brought by ex-Speaker Keifer against 
General Boynton was unanimous 
as to the resolution reported.

conclusion, but Boynton being 
accused of a grave crime, the penalty of con- 
viction being disgrace and imprisonment, we 
are bound to start upon our investigation 
with the legal presumption that he is inno- 
cent. After arguing that Keifer’s story is 
highly improbaole in itself, the report goes 
on to say that his testimony is controverted 
by several of Boynton’s witnesses, whose 
character cannot be assailed.

Augusta and Spartanburg, 
From the Augusta News. 

The contract for the completing the Greenville 
snd Laurens railroad, just given out, calls atten- 
tion to the rich territory about to be opened to this 
section by the Augusta and Kuooxville, and Green-~ 
wood, Laurens and Spartanburg railroads, under 


the direction of President Raouland the Central 
road authorities. This main trunk ine extending 
through Augusta to the coast, and now managed by

Nerthern travelers will hav@thoice of routes, 
but tourists to the mountains,to the favorite resorts 
of the *‘Land of the Sky,’’ willall take the new line

Jhis, oi 
course, will run trom Greenville, a flourishing 
Carolina city, and counect with our main line at 
Laurens.

The revenue 
from them in 1881 was $725,325.119, and they paid 
dividends to sto: kholders the rame year of $05 S44,- 
200 Tnere are avout a million men employed in 
connection with the railways, Of these about 
fifteen hundred make their home in Atlanta. 
There are 8&3 railway associations Similar to the 
branch one to be organized here and 63 secretaries 
are working exc.usively forand among railway 
men. ‘Ihe expenses of these railroad associations 
last year was $75,000, of which $50,000 was provided 
by the companies for whose men the work was 
being doue, Nearly 7,00) visits fo sick 
and injured men were reported last year. 
One secretary in five years reported that he was 
present at 74amputations, and. vidlted ever 1,000 
sick and inja men. Seven railway associations 
own the buildings they ocenpy.

About twenty well considered and ins ruc- 
tive speeches have been madein the senate 
over the Blair bill, and perhaps this flood of 
arguments facts will be added to 
before a vote is reached. Whether the 
result in the senate be favorable or otherwise, 


and 


the agitation of the question will prove bene- 
ficial. It will pave the way for a law in the 
near future. It is now thought that neither 
house is ready to accept a bill that appropri- 
ates $105,000,000, in ten annual! installments— 
the largest coming first—and all on the basis 
of illiteracy. from states in 
north that would receive only small pro- 
portions of the appropriation are 
opposed to the bill, and there 
are a few members from the south, like Sena- 
tor Butler, who are at present unwilling to let 
the psy for what 
their own states are actually - una- 
able to shoulder. The bill commands 
a very handsome support, however, from both 
parties and in both sections of the union, 
and if it fails in this congress it will most as- 
surediy be adopted in a succeeding congress. 
The sentiment in its favor is: gaining strength 
rapidly. 

A single glance at the tables of illiteracy, 
as shown in the tenth census is suflicient to 
establish the need of government aid. We 
republish one of these tables. The first 
column of figures represents the percentages 
of persons 10 years of age and upward who 
are unable to read, and the second column of 
figures represents those of the same age who 
are unable to write: 
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The distressing percenteges of the southern 
States are of course due in good part to the 
illiteracy that prevails among the biacks. 
Seventy per cent of colored persons, 10 
years old and upward, cannot write. There 
ure fully 7,000,000 blacks in the south, and 
theilliteracy among them is. now widely 
regarded as a national evil, and properly asa 
national burden. But whether it is so re- 
garded or not the southern states, crippled 
and impoverished by the war, are unable to 
copewith it. No southern state should ex- 
pect the states as a whole to care for its white 
illiterates; and the Blair bill guards against 
this by providing that a state shall devote at 
least one-third as much money as it receives 
from the government to public schools. This 
third would * provide the white children 
of each State with public school 
accommodations, leaving the sum drawn 
from the general government 
to be applied in the education of the blacks. 
Relieved of the education of the colored 
children, thestate could keep open schools 
forthe white children from six to nine 
months of the year and could afford to im- 
prove such schools in many ways. The re- 
sult would soon be seen ipa strong public: 


situa- 


sentiment in favor of the education of all, 
and before the ten years bad expired, the per- 
centage of illiteracy would begin to settle 
perceptibly. No southern state can, how- 
ever, siand at present the taxation nece* sary 
to materially lower the record.

YOUTHFUL D&PRAVITY. 

The Chicago Inter-Ocean calls attention to 
the remarkable increase of crime com mitted 
by mere boys. The record of one week is 
given. In New York three lads played high- 
waymen and robbed one they waylaid; in 
Pennsylvania three boys, aged 16, 10 and 14 
years respec ively, masked and armed with 
revolvers, stopped a peddler and robbed him 
of $900; six boys, the oldest 12, were captured 
in an attempt to burglarize a New York store; 
a party of seven young boys were arrested In 
Quincy for various offenses, burglary among 
them; a Pennsylvania boy, aged 18, shot and 
killed a comrade of 14, a boy aged 18 
tried to poison his father, mother, two 
sisters, and two brothers at Cape May; a boy 
aged 17,and his brotuer, 18, made a deadly 
assault on their parents in New York; a l/ 
vear old Brook!yn boy was arrested for big 
amy ; a gang of fifteen boys, between 1” and 


16 years of age, were arrested for organiz-d

It is customary to attribute such crimes to 
dime novels and other pernicious reading; but 
it is scarcely credible that boys of tender 
years can learn in that way to commitcrimes. 
The stories of crimes, real or imaginary, un- 
doubtedly put in their minds the theory of 
atrocious acts; but if they are properly re- 
strained and properly educated at home, there 
is not one clance in a thousand of the theory 
being carried into practice.

DRAWING A MORAL. 

All signs failin dry weather. If 
cinnati uprising had taken place inany south- 
ern community, the bare announcement of 
the fact would have given the organs of 
northern public opinion thecue. We should 
never have heard the lastof it. It would 
haye been used to point various morals and 
to adorn sundry tales. Weshould have had 
the pleasure of reading lengthy homilies o 
southern civilization, or the lack of it, and 
the whole affair would have been held up to 
scorn and contumeiy as a wild piece of law- 
lessness that could have its origin only among 
those who make a business of bulldozing 
negroes, ostracizing white republicans and 
otherwise trampling on the rights of man. A 
sectional turn wouid have been given to ithe 
affair, and the whole civilized world would 
have been called upon to deplore the out- 
break, 

Thus far, however, the organs of public 
opipion are treating the Cincinnati outbreak 
with great delicacy.. They move as cautious- 
ly a8 aman who gropes his way bare-footed 
through a thistle-patch by the light of a new 
moon, They are not at all ofticious in mak- 
ing either suggestions or comments. They 
seem to beofthe opinion that they stand 
unarmed in the presence of circumstances 
that may be said to be loaded,—te use a light 
and airy phrase popular on the street. 

It remains to be seen what course the es 
teemed northern editors will take in regard 
to the matter, They are bound to deliver 
editorial lectures, but, up to this date, they 
have not succeeded in relating 
their Opinions to the facts. 
Such an uprising in the south— 
such wild and vigorous display of mob vio- 
lence—would cal! fora congressional investi- 
gation at the very least: but there is no 
movement in that direction on the part of 
eagle-eyed republicans, They will be driven 
to regard it as a sort of family affair to be ex- 
plained away and hushed up with dispatch 
and discretion.

NINE-TENTHS of the sardines we eat vome from 
Maine. These yankee sardines are nothing but 
smallherring put up inthe regulation tin box, 
with gaudy labels and inscriptions in French. For 
a long time the packers found it difhcult to eradi- 
cate the tasie of the herring. It was easy to cook 
the herring, pack them in Olive oil in tin cans, and 
seal them airtight, but when they were opened 
they lackei the:ich, spicy flavor of the regular 
Freueh sardines. After many experiments 
the difficulty was removed by 
a mixture of oils and spices. The small herring 
are bought for sbout five dollars a hogshead. They 
are taken to the sardine factory and thrown On long 
tables, The fish are decapitated and cleancd by 
children. An active child géis through with sev 
enty-five fish per minute. The pay for this work is 
ten cents a bushel. The herring are pickled, 
dried, cooxed in boiling cotton seed oil, placed in 
piling water, and then packed in tin boxes. The 
actual cost per box, including all expenses, is 
about five cents The profitmade by the packers 
is from five tosevencents. The difference between 
these prices and what the cousumer pays for the 
fish at the grocery goes into the pockets of the 
grocer,

A HORRIBLE DEATH. 


A BULLET THROUGH THE BRAIN 
ENDS A LIFE. 


4n Uckrown Man Seeks a Grieve on Ponde:’s Hl 
Where His Life's Biood Wes Sp it—Some 
Sma'i Childres Make the Discovery—ihe 
Bedy Brought to the City. 


Was it suicide or was it murder? 

One of the most tragic deaths ever known 
in Atlanta eccurred yesterday morning in 
the grove on the southern side of the old 
Ponder hill. 

The Ponder hill is located in the western 
portion of the city, and years ago was a fa- 
vorite resort for strollersand pleasure seekers: 
but of late years the place bas been deserted, 
the bushes and trees permitted to grow, until 
now it wears a desolate and Creary appear- 
ance, making it a fit place for the red-handed 
murderer to execute his bloody scheme, or the 
dispondent to end- his career by suicide with- 
out fear of deteciion. Yesterday it was util- 
ized by one or the other life-takers, but at 
this time it is impossible to say whether it 
was the suicide or the murderer. 

Early yesterday morning three small 
colored children whose home is near the hil], 
went into the grove to amuse themselves. To 
the children every inch of the ground was 
familiar, and with bappy hearts they went 
bounding through the shrubbery, little dream- 
ing of the terrible discovery they were soon to 
make. About 8 o’cloek one of the trio, a boy 


of- about eight years, ran away from his 
associates with # view of hiding. 
Reaching a § dense undergrowth he 
threw bimself upon the grouad, and snake- 


like, began crawling intothe bushes. He had 
gone but a short distance when a mosi beart- 
rendivg grean greeted The groan 
frightened the boy, but bent upon ascertain- 
ing from whence it came, he pushed the 
bushes aside and found bhimsel§Mlooking into 
THE FACE OF A DYING MN. 

Che boy's face was not more than a foot from 
the man. The face he was looking into was 
besmeared with biood and gun 
powder, the eyes were wide 
open end from the parted lips came another 
grean. The picture was too much for the 
child’s nerves, and with an unearthly yell he 
sprang to his feet and went flying down the 
hill, calling upon his companions at every 
jump to come away. At tne bottom of the 
hill the boy stopped until tne other children 
reached .him. He then told them what he 
had seen, and as fast as they could go they 
went to their. mother’s house and informed 
her. The negro woman started the story, 
and in a short while Mounted Officers Clarke 
and Manley heard it and repaired to the 
place. As they reached the hiil a dozen wo 
men and childs started in pursuit, and in 
no tirae a large crowd was hunting the side of 
the hill for the dead man. The boy who made 
the discovery went direct to the place and 
when the ctlicers reached his side their eyes 
rested upon one of the most sickening sights 
they had everseen. Lying upon the billside 
with his feet toward ithe summit and his 
head downward was the object of their search. 
He wasa white man and the neat apparel 
indicated that he was no pauper, Just as the 
in their horses the raan turned 
his headto one side, opened his eyes and 
groaned. This. evicenced the pressence of 
life and in asecond the two oflic were on 
the ground, The man’s face was covered with 
blood and from a hole in his forehead over

asked him to speak. He opened his 
eyes and looked at the officer as 
though he understood the question, but 
only a groan came from his lips in 
response. it was apparent to those present 
that the wound was a mortal one. Oilicer 


Manly sprang upon his borse and started for 
a physician while Officer Clarke remained by 
the dying man’s side. The crowd gather- 


ed about the officer and his charge and the 
picture presented wasa touching one. Silt- 
ting upon the ground the oilicer held the 
dying man’s head in his bands 
while the stream of blood trickled 
‘from the wound upon him. Grogn after 


eroan came from hislips and every time his 
eyes opened an appeal for help could plainly 
be seen in them. His clothing were neat 
and clean, and the features of his face, cov- 
ered as they were with blood, showed plainly 
that be was no ordinary individual. On the 
sround near him, and to his left, was a com- 
mon five-chamber pistol, one barrel of which 
was empty, and between his feet was his hat. 

Atiter an absence of a half hour Mounted 
Officer Manly returned, bringing with him 
Dr. Smith. The man was still alive, but in 
an instant the doctor pronounced him dying.

He examined the wound, and by probing 


found that the ball had passed through 
the brain. Nothing could be dome but to 


patiently wait for the end, but with patience 


the doctor and the officer waited until 
death came and “relieved the sufferer. 
But to the watchers thre waiting was a pain- 


fulone. The dying men suffered greatly,

he opened them, and the horrible groans he 
uttered will never pass from the memory of 
those who were present. The death scene 
was an awful one.- The doctor, immediately 
after reaching the man, _ turned his 
head up the hill. As they turned 
him his pain was intense as was shown by 
the working of his face. When the end 
came, he drew up his feet, coptracted every 
muscle and gasped for breath, and as the 
breath left his body he stretched himself full 
length and witha quiver throughout his 
frame, died. 

His death relieved the watehers, for they 
koew that his suffering was over 
and by ten o'clock Coroner 
Hilburn was notified of it. Immediately 
he proceeded to Patterson & Bowden’s and 
requested them to bring the body into the 
city, Hethen went out himself and gave 
the surroundings a careful examination. He 
questioned the children who found the body 
and everybody else who manifested anv 
knowledge of the affair. Thechildren did 
not hear the pistol shot, neither did they see 
any one oo the hill or near it, The 
coroner made every effort to ascertain 
whether the man had died by his own hand 
or whether some one else had accomplished 
the death. His inquiries tended to convince 
him that it was suicide, but of this there was 
no absolute certainty. Froma Mrs. Moore. 
who lives in the western part of tne city, the 
coroner ascertained that the dead man had 
been seen going towards the hill earlv in 
the morning and that he was 
alone. Another person who viewed the 
dead body asserted that he had seen the man 
walking out Mariettastreet about half past 
seven o'clock and 

THAT THERE WAS ANOTHER MAN WITH HEM. 
Still another person declared that he had seen 
a man leaving the hill going towards Marietta 
street about the time the children claimed to 
have first heard the groan, but this statement 
was not credited. 

The body was placed ina coffin by Messrs, 
Patterson & Bowden and taken to their es- 
tablishment on Loyd street. By the time 
that the body reached the city intelligence 
of the mysterious deate had gone abroad and 
by noon a large crowd had looked upon the 


dead man’s face. No one knew him 
and as the knowledge of a 
want of identity spread the 
sensation grew and the crowd increased 


until a patrolman bad to be detailed to keep 
the sidewalk clear in front of the piace.

" THE DE«DLY MEASLES. 


Two More Convicts Dic andthe Coart Determined te 
Release Al the Prisoners. 

On yesterday THe ConsTITUTION published an ac- 
count of the fatal results of measles among the 
prisoners in Fulton county jail,with the prediction 
that certain prisoners then in extremis would be 
added to the melancholy death list. 

Since that time Terrell Smith, of Fnkiin coun: 


ty, and John Messler, of Franklin, thve both died. 
The former was buried yesterday and the latter 
will be buried to-dey. Their cases were compli- 
cited with pneumoniaand dysentery. 

Early yesterday Attorney Gegeral Brewster tele 
graphed the officials here todo everything neces- 
sary for the health of the United States. prisoners 
who are exposed ‘to the fatal disorder now rife 
within the walls of the county prison. Eight other 
prisoners were removed during the day to St. Jcs- 
eph infirmary where, at the ezpense of the goy. 
ernment, they will receive the watchful and pa- 
tient care of the risters in charge of that 
charitable institution. It was thought, however, 


during the day that more enlarged and libera) 
meusnaures should be taken to protect the health of 
the United States convicts, and accordivgly the 
district attorney, Mr. Speer, sent the following tele- 
gram to ‘he attorney general: ae 

To the Attorney General of the United Sitates— 
Sir: One other prisoner died last night, and an- 
o.ber will die to-day. There are fifty-uine United 
States prisoners iu the jail, aud twenty-nine in 
what is called a hospiim! thereto attached, but 
which physicians say is wholly unfitted for that 

urposs I stronug'\y recommend that you request 
Jadee McCay by velegram to suspend in bis disere- 
tiou the sentences of all prisoners now coufined 
for minor offenses and discharge them. it will 
save the governmeat heavy expense, 4nd will not 
be detrimental to the interests of justice. The 
granc jury of the circuit court, ia their general 
presentments, have recommended this course 
and public sentiment here will fully jusifyic Lt 
is also strovugiy recommended by Doctors Wes:- 
moreland ana Howeil, the physicians i» charge of 
the United states prisoners. Kightothers bave been 
moved to St Joseph's infirmary, where they have 
suitable atteation Judge Mi Cay coneu § in the 
recommendation of this telegram.
